Frank Roche Held Up by 
This Morning—Bound, Gagged And 
Highwaymen Took the Money— 
lor Payroll at Point Richmond. 


At ten o'clock this morning, just 


north of Stege Station, Contra Costa 
county, John E- Daly of this city and 
;Frank Roche, who were conveying 
$9,000 in gold and $1,000 in silver from 
.the Central'Bank of this city to Point 
•Richmond to pay the employes of the 
Standard Oil Company, were robbed, 
gagged and tied, to the fence by two 
man, one of whom was masked. 


Bothvof the highwaymen were arm- 


ed with >.pistols and kept Daly and his 
«ecnpanion covered all during the time 
ithe coin. was taken from one buggy 
to another. 


The roBbers then ordered Daly and 


Roche to get out of their buggy and 
walked them with their hands over 
their heads to the fence on the left side 
of the road. 


Still compelling the men to keep 


their hands raised the robbers deftly 
inserted the gag in the mouths of each, 
bound them ta the rails and then drove 


off, taking both buggies with.them. 


While the daring robbery was being 


executed there were but few words 
spoken, but enough was let fall by one 
of the robbers to give a clue to their 
identity. 


The words used 
were: "This 
is 


easier than working at the oil refin-' 
cries." 


It has Been the custom of the 


Standard Oil Company to keep on 
deposit a sum of money at 
the 


Central Bank each month. 


This sum varies from $.10,000 


to $15,000 and is taken from the 
repository in this city and trans- 
ferred to the bank at Point Rich- 
mond to meet the pay checks is- 
sued by the company. 


So that persons with robbery in 


their minds would not know when 
the money was coming 
different 


dates in each month have been 
chosen to send the money from 
the Central Bank to Point Rich- 
mond. 


DALY STARTS. 


Mr. Daly this morning selected 


a single horse rig from his livery 
barn on Fourteenth 
street and 


Webster and drove to the Central 
Bank. 


The $10,000 was put into two 


separate sacks,' one containing nine 
thousand dollars in gold and the 
other one thousand dollars in sil- 
ver. 


At 8:45 o'clock the two messen- 


gers left'the bank for Point Rich- 
mond. 
They were armed with 


two pistols, with which they pro- 
posed to protect their treasure, but 
according to the later develop- 
ments they were unable to use 
their weapons before being cover- 
ed by the revolvers in the hands 


. .:... of the highwaymen and for 
the 


I- ' time being placed at their mercy. 


From-a telephonic -communica-i 


tion 
received 
from 
Daly 
im- 


mediately after the robbery it is 
learned that the 
proverbial tall 


and short man were concerned in 
the hold-up. 
•> 


The tall man wore a mask, was 


about thirty-five years of age, had 
a. light complexion and is believed 
to be possessed of a pug nose. 


The short man weighed about 


170 pounds, was five feet three or 
four inches tall, had bushy whis- 
kers • and was; very fat about the 
stomach. 


According to Daly the two men 


came from the rear on foot. 
They 


did not make any hostile move- 
ment until they were abreast of the 
buggy in which Daly was riding. 


ROBBERS SEPARATE. 


The robbers in an effort to pass 


the buggy separated, one going 
one side and the other on thp oth- 
er side. 


Just as the robbers were abreast 


with the two men in the buggy 
they wheeled as quickly as light- 
ning, revolvers in hand, with the 
order to "halt and throw up. your j 
hands." •

Daly and Roche were so taken I 


by surprise.by the sudden turning 
of the men that they had no time 
to.reach for their revolvers or pro- 
tect the treasure which reposed in 
the bottom of the buggy. 


There was no 
alternative for 


them but to 
keep 
their 
hands 


above their heads and look idly on 
.whil^ the money which had been 
entrusted to them was taken. 


GREAT DARING. 


The highwaymen exhibited a 


great amount of daring and cool- 
ness and went about their work 
with great 
deliberation. 
There 


was no apparent desire on their 
part for haste; their movements 
were methodical, and' the prear- 
ranged plan for securing the booty 
was carried out -without a hitch. 


From the manner of the execu- 


tion of the robbery and. from the 
demeanor of the robbers it is evi- 
dent that the plan for securing the 
payroll 
of the 
Standard . Oil 


Company had been carefully 
de- 


liberated upon and 
•'• every detail 


attended to before'hand. 


The robbers were provided with 


stout cords and gags. 


TIED MESSENGERS. 


They first tied Daly and gagged 


him, and then bound him'to the 
fence. 


Roche was next bound, gagged 


and tied in the same manner. 


Both the highwaymen, 
after 


seeing that their prisoners 
were 


'securely bound, got into the buggy 
just left by Daly and. Roche and 
drove forward -to -.where anotiur •

GIVES ALARM. 


Daly and Roche,, after heroic 


efforts, freed themselves from :tlieir 
bonds and hastened to Stege'-Sta- 
tion. 


Daly first communicated 
with 


Chief of Police 'Hodgkins. 


. His message was-brief.. 


It was as follows: 
, 


••' ."I have been held-up. and rob-1 


bed of $10,000, which I was taking 
from the-.Central.Bank .to Point 
Richmond for the Standard; Oil 
Company. 


"The robbery occurred, just the 


other* side of Stege, where-the car 
tracks cross 
the 
road. '.• There 


were two men, one was tall--and 
the other .short. They bound;,us 
and tied us to the fence. When I 
got loose the horse and buggy 
was gone." 


TELLS-OF LOSS. 


Immediately after 
telephoning 


Chief of Police Hodgkins 
Daly 


got - into -communication- -jvith 


Manager Palmanteer of the Cen- 
tral Bank and informed him of the 
loss of the $10,000. 


• • Mr. Palmanteer 'at once com- 
municated with the police. 


In a few minutes Chief of Police 


Hodgkins sent telegrams 
to all 


parts of Contra Costa county, to 
San: Rafael and other places where; 
the highwaymen would be likely 
to be intercepted. 


In view of the fact that'the rob- 


bery occurred in broad daylightin 
a country that is'' comparatively 
thickly populated, it is, not likely, 
in the opinion of the 
detectives 


who are-working on the case, that 
the jnen; will get- away.

/DETECTIVES AT WORK. 


The managers of the oil-refinery 


at Point Richmond have engaged 
private"_detectives, who have also 
taken up the trail. The remark 
unwittingly dropped by 
one .of 


the men to tne effect, after 
the 


money was secured, that "Thit is 
easier than working at the refin- 
ery," is taken as significant and is 
thought to be the best clue as to 
the identity of one of the robbers. 
The list of employes recently dis- 
charged' is being closely scanned 


What Martinez Officar 


Says About the 


Robbery. 


MARTINEZ, March .20.—"Investiga- 


tions that I have made thus far cause 
a peculiar mystery to surround this 
robbery," said Sheriff Veale of Contra 
Costa county, to THE TRIBUNE this 
afternoon. "It has strange connections, 
to say the least, but I do not want to 
throw suspicion at this time on any 
member of the party. 


"At the present time it seems strange 


to me that the robbers should take the 
$9,000 in gold and the $1,000' in silver 
and leave nearly $50 in the pockets o* 
the men in the rig. According to the 


i facts I have t? hand, 
the 
-robbers 


searched the messenger and his driver 
and only 
took' their 
pocket-knives, 


leaving the coin, their watches, a valu- 
able pin and all that they had i'n the 
pockets alone. 


"Now,, why didn't they take the coin? 


Surely it was as good as the money in 
the bags. 


"While this looks suspicious, still the 


story may be true, and so I do not want 
to cast any reaections'on either" of ithe 
men by saying that it was a "fake" 
robbery. 
There is not any evidence 


pointing that way. 


"The 
robbers, when they took the 


rig- and drove towards the hills, may 
have set out to find a hiding place for 
the^gold. It is not likely that two men 
will divide one hundred pounds of coin 
between them and go very far with it 
without being apprehended, and so in 
my opinion they may have driven down 
the road a short distance, where they 
had another rig to <»ncealment, one 
taking the new bufcsy and one remain- 
ing in the stolen rig. 


"By separating they would have a 


better chance of getting away with the 
gold. 


"Or it might be that they had' a boat 


tied down at the bay sir-re Into which 
they put their booty and rowed out 
into the bay. 


"Apparently the robbery was done 


by persons familiar with the pay cus- 
tom at the oil works. 


"The robbers w«rc- probably wise to 


the fact that money would be dis- 
patched from the bank, today to pay 
off the employes at the''-works, and so 
laid their plans accordingly. 


"I have sir deputies scouring the 


countiy for traces of the robbers, and 
I think that before nightfall we will 
have a tangible clue to work upon, 
eren If we do not have the men them- 
selves behind the bars."1

SCORES DEAD IN RUINS 


BROCKTON, Mass., March 20 


— Up to' 4 p. m. fifty-five bodies 
had been recovered from the ruins 
of the Grover shoe factory. 


BROCKTON, 
Mass., March 20.— 


^Thirty-five dead bodies, burned and 
mutilated beyond any effort of .identi- 
fication, possibly fifty or more other 
charred corpses in the uncovered ruins 
and a list of injured already upwards 
of fifty, constituted the record at 3 
o'clock this afternoon of a boiler ex- 
plosion, followed by fire, this morning 
at the shoe factory of the R. B. Grover 
Company, at Campello, a part of this 
city. . An official of the company an- 
nounced at this hour that the dead 
may number one hundred or more, but 
the total loss of life and the number 
of those on the injured list will neces- 
sarily remain a matter of mere sur- 
mise for some hours. 


Brockton 
has 
become a city of 


mourning 
and the most harrowing 


scenes are being enacted this after- 
noon in the Campello district. 


• 
BROCKTON, Mass., March 20.— A 


boiler in the big shoe factory of R, B. 
Grover & Co., at Campello, the south- 
ern section of this city, exploded .to- 
day, bringing ruin to the factory and 


death to 


marry operatives. 


Tne city fire marshal four hours af- 


ter the explosion occurred estimated 
the list of dead at fifty, and it was 
believed by the police and those at 
work at the ruins that as many more 
had sustained injuries. 


In all eight buildings were burned, 


including 
the 
factory, 
a 
business 


block and an old hotel building occu- 
pied by stores and tenements, and the 
financial loss is estimated at $200,000.. 


The greatest difficulty was experi- 


enced in ascertaining the number of 
dead and injured, owing to the fact 


other nearby property, and 


about fifty were unaccounted for and 
it is believed that many of the num- 
ber might be dead or injured. 


The factory, 
a 
large four-story 


wooden structure, was in ashes within 
an hour. 


The 
flames 
extended to several 


dwelling houses nearby and to the 
Dahlborgr block across the street from 
the Grover factory. These also were 
consumed and 
other 
property was 


damaged. 


At 10:30 It was believed that the 


fire was under control and the 'finan- 
cial loss was estimated at 
J200.000. 


The boiler which explode} was located 
on the ground floor of an ell which, 
extended from the main building. 


FACTORY FALLS. 


In the three stories of the ell were 


•working rooms. 
Pe-Gons -'vL-,g near 


heard a dull roar and saw a t'.oxid of 
smoke rising and the ell of tho fac- 
tory falling to the ground.

ly to the main structure, which in a 
few minutes was a roaring furnace.

places. The firemen experienced 
the 


greatest difficulty in battling with the 
flames as the Grover factory was 'of 
an extremely inflammable nature and 
nearly all the floors were saturated 
with oil.

HEAT INTENSE, 


The heat of the flre was so intense 


that the Work of the firemen and po- 
lice was carried on under great diffi- 
culties. Their attention was 
chiefly 


given to the Grover building, especial- 
ly to that part of it which was nearest 
| the boiler house and in the early 


-. stages of the fire a number of em- 
| ployes were extricated from the ruins. 


The flames, however, soon stopped all 
the rescue work. 


Tons of water were poured on the 


ell, but the flre from the main struc- 
ture became too hot for effective work 
and the entire plant with those who 
failed to escape had to be abandoned. 


Meanwhile news of the accident had 


reached cht> homes of the operatives 
and through the crowds already near 
the burning factory men and women 
were struggling wildly 
toward 
the 


center to get news of relatives. 


When the flames reached Dahlborg's 


block even the firemen were obliged 
to retreat temporarily and it was fear- 
ed that a. large section of the district 
would be obliterated. 


The occupants of all the.se buildings 


had little time to save their effects. 
Some barely-escaped themselves. 


Reinforced by the arrival of other 


apparatus/-however, the 
department 


made a fresh attack and after a hard, 
struggle succeeded in stopping 
the 


spread of the flames,. although- the 
Dahlborg. block and several 
smaller 


buildings- had been ruined. 


FINANCIAL LOSS. 


The Dahlborg block was occupied 


on the 'ground floor by the. owner of. a 
hardware store. 
The upper stories 


were given over to offices and to a 
large hall. The block, with Its con- 
tents, was valued at about 550,000. . 


The financial loss to R. B. Grover is 


estimated at about $150,000, but 
is 


nearly offset by insurance. 
. 


After the explosion many employes 


went to their homes as soon as they 
left the building. 


This added to the -difficulty of the 


police a.r,d factor}- foremen in compil- 
ing a reliable list of the missing. The 
Brockton hospital was notified at .once 
of the disaster and hurried prepara- 
tions were made to receive the 
in- 


jured.

MANY DEAD. 


Later, however, it was learned that

hud of the hold-up was when tbe taller 
'if the highwaymen, who wore a mask, 
jumped from the cut and leveling guns; 
at their heads demanded that they stop.- 


"But Daly told me that he raised his 


whip as if to strike the horse," went on, 
Kane, "when the robber thrust -the gun 
closer to his face and demanded that 
they both get ouf Into the road. 
I 


"Then the second highwayman came 


from his concealment, and pointing a re-^ 
volver at the men compelled them to lay: 
on the grass.- Daly said that his worst 
experience was when he was rolled to- 
ward the railroad track and, after being 
gagged, was tied with Roche to a tele- 
graph pole.-. • 


"Daly and Roche -saw the,taller of the 


highwaymen drive in their buggy toward 
San Pablo, while the shorter man took 
the old rig .which the footpads used and 
drove toward Berkeley."

Another Interesting Series, the First 


Talk to be Given

. Father Torke's first series of lectures 
was given last evening in St. Anthony's 
Church Auditorium, East 
Oakland. 


The hall was crowded witn an Inter- 
jsted audience and Rev. Father Torke's 
lectures are proving exceedingly pop- 
ular and instructive. 


The next lecture will be delivered 


next Wednesday evening In Bast Oak- 
land and will be the first of the sec- 
pnd series of the lectures. The sub- 
ject is "Conversion of Ireland.1' 
In his lecture last 
night Father 


3Torke said: 


"Having seen how the church freed 
herself from the bondage of the Mosaic 
law and through many tribulations she 
"aecured the right to live in the Roman 
Empire we come now to observe her 
Intellectual action on the civilization 
of Greece and Rome. 
"Just as in America we have our 


N"orth and our South so the Roman 
Empire was divided into the East and 
West. Roughly speakirig the Adriatic 
formed the dividing line. All west of 
the Adriatic was Roman speaking the 
Latin tongue. 
All to the east 
was 
Sreek, speaking the Greek tongue. The 
difference between those two portions 
of the empire was deep and ineradi- 
cable. The Latin empire possessed the 
Roman sober 
mindedness 
and com- 


mon sense. It looks things as they found 
them and excelled in the practical art 
of government. 
The 
Greek Empire 
was subtle, speculative, fickle and ex- 
cellent In rhetoric and disputation. 


REVELATION TO MAN. 


"When Christianity came with God's 


revelation to man it had to take man 
as it found him- It demanded a new 
spirit, it could 
not 
demand a new 
brain or a new head. Therefore when 
the truths of revelation were present- 
ed to the Greek they were taken up 
and dealt with in the Greek way and 
when the same truths were presented 
to the Romans they were taken up and 
dealt with in the Roman way. It was 
one and the same truth: but the minds 
that took it were different. 


"Whenever a new truth is presented 


to the human mind the intellect im- 
mediately wishes to take it apart, put 
it together again, and finally locate it 
in its proper relation to other truths 
already known. This is precisely what 
the -human mind tried to do with re- 
gard to the truths of Christianity. 
"Even during the years of persecu- 


tion this tendency was working. The 
Christian faith proposes certain truths 
hard to understand. 'From the nature 
of the case this is to be expected. 
There are mysteries in the 
physical 


world which man did not create; a 
religion without mysteries would on 
the face of it be a human creation. But 
the human mind is ever speculating on 
mysteries"and trying to explain them 
The initial mystery of the religion pre- 
sented by the church was the Unity 
and Trinity of God and the fact of 
creation. How the infinitely pure God 
could come in any way into contact 
with matter was the problem the 
Hnostics set 
themselves to solve. 


Gnostic is merely the Greek Cor sci- 
entific and as in our day the name 
of science has been appled to every 
fad. and humbug so gnosticism was 
applied to systems which St. Paul apt- 
ly called endless genealogies and old 
wives' tales. 


"It was said that God threw oft sev- 


eral emanations, each coarser than the 
other, so that at last 
one sufficiently 
coarse was. evolved to create or come in 
contact with matter. Against gnosticism 
the "church struggled with success by in- 
sisting that God was the creator, that the 
gospel was for the simple as well as the 
learned and that there were truths which 
human reason could not comprehend.

two Gods, a good God and an evil God. 
These two divinities are engaged in an 
eternal struggle. The world, matter are 
the creations of the evil God. The soul 
is the creation of the good God. Maniche- 
ism gave much trouble • even in-Home, 
and will reappear in the most unlooked- 
for places during 
the 
other ages of 


church history. 


"The 
chief 
contribution 
of western 


thought to the church during the ages 
of persecution were as we might expect 
on two such eminently practical topics 
as the extent of the authority of the 
church and the time of celebrating the 
Easter festival. A puritanical party held 
that those who had fallen away from the 
faith during the persecutions should not 
be pardoned. Rome, however, with her 
traditional good sense and moderation, 
Insisted on the grreat truth that as long 
as penance was done and true sorrow 
shown there was no crime to which the 
power of the keys did not extend. 


"It was not, however, until the perse- 


,cutions had ceased that the full intel- 
lectual vigor of the church was shown. 
Then as it were in a single night she 
entered and took possession of the full 
heritage of the Graeco-Roman civiliza- 
tion. It is from the great writers and 
scholars who adorn the fourth and fifth 
centuries that 
this 
period has been 


called the Church of the Fathers. Those 
fathers were such men as Arhanasius, 
John Chrysostom. Basil, the two Greg- 
orles. the two Cyrils in the east, and in 
the west those who like two giants tower 
above the thinkers and scholars of not 
only their own age, but of every age, 
Augustine and Jerome. 


"The 
form In which Christian thought 


cast itself during this period was in the 
east chiefly concerned with the nature 
and personality of Christ. 
"What was 


Christ and who was he were the two 
great questions the human mind set it- 
self to answer. 
The Arian heresy an- 


swered the flrst question by saying that 
Christ was a creature like to the Father 
in all things, but still less' than the 
Father. 
The Catholic answer was that 


Christ was the second person ot 
the 


Blessed Trinity, equal to the Father In 
all things and of the same nature and 
substance as the Father, yet as to his 
personality really ana truly distinct. It 
was round the word consubstantlal that 
the controversy raged. Constantlne had 
attempted to stem the tide or dissension 
oy having a council called at Nicea in 
325. 
There the word consubstantlal was 


adopted as expressing the faith of the 
church: but the Arians got into the pal- 
ace, they were unscrupulous in using the 
imperial influence and 
political power 


and for over a century they kept the 
world in turmoil. Their chief antagonist 
was the great Athanasuis. who for half 
a century upheld the orthodox faith In 
banishment and persecution. 


WAS REACTION. 


"It was a ; reaction from the Arian 
heresy that the second question was an- 
swered by Nestorius in a false sense. 
Christ had the divine-nature, he said, 
and therefore a divine personality. 
He 


had a human nature and therefore a hu- 
man personality. Jesus tks God was one 
person. Christ the man Another. 
Mary 


was the mother of Christ; it is wrong 
to call her mother o£ God. This expres- 
sion, mother of God. became the battle- 
cry of the controversy. 
Catholics held 


that while Christ was God and man, He 
was only one. The child that Mary bore 
and nursed was the secocd person of the 
trinity in human flesh, and therefore 
that she was the mother of God because 
her son is God. This heresy was con- 
demned in the third council in 431, but 
it showed unusual vitality and extended 
through Asia as far as China. 


"In the west the Pelagian heresy dealt 


with the possibility of gaining salvation 
without God's free help. Pelagius, whose 
original name was probably Morgan, came 
from the British islands 
and promul- 


gated the doctrine that original sin was 
not transmitted to Adam's descendants, 
and that It was possible for man oC his 
own power to save his 
soul. 
St. Au- 


gustine was the chief defender of the 
Catholic truth that we 'are born children 
of wrath and that salvation is the free 
gift of God. 


"I have merely touched on the heads 


of the great topics that, during the fourth 
and fifth centuries occupied the minds 
of Christians. It was an age of great 
intellectual activity, of bitter contro- 
versy, of unworthy intrigues, but also 
of noble Hves and brilliant sanctity. If 
your inclination and leisure permit you 
to read I can recommend no more inter 
esting subject than the study of this 
period of church history known as the 
Church of the Fathers. Newman's works 
are in almost every library and you will 
find much food for thought in the second 
volumes of his historical sketches."

"Morally, Kiniry is one of the lowest

"You may be called again to sit on a 
jury, but I hope you will never be 
called on to listen to a case in which 
the defendant is such a debased crim- 
inal as Kiniry is. 


"He was a burglar who stopped at 


nothing, not even the taking of human 
life, to gain his ends.

"The facts in the case show that Kin- 


iry .was a dead shot. His trouble in 
Los Angeles grave every Intimation that 
he there attempted to kill an officer 
who took him.into custody. 
. "Gentlemen if you bring in a ver- 


dict of murder in the first degree you 
will be able to leave the jury room and 
to walk on the street to receive the 
commendation of every citizen you 
meet. 


'• ''Kiniry's' murder act, was partic- 
ularly atrocious. It was he who shot 
down an officer who was protecting the 
homes of the people living on his beat. 


"When Officer Smith 
apprehended 
two burglars.on Fourteenth-and -Mad- 
ison streets .on that fateful night there 
is no doubt but that the" thieves were 
P. David Kiniry and the man wjiom 
the defendant had educated in crime. 
"When Officer Smith Informed the 


pair of burglars tliey were under sus- 
picion and would lave to accompany 
him to the City Prison, Kiniry whip- 
ped out a gun and took the^llfe of the 
brave officer." . 


"The history of Kiniry's life is one 


that will outdo in blackness and hor- 
ror the worst nickel novel'that was 
ever written. 


"At every stage of this depraved 


creature's existence he has preferred 
to live in idleness. 


"His only thought has been to live off 


the property of others and his act in 
killing Officer Smith without a-mo- 
ment's warning shows that h«' was 
always prepared to take a human 
life." 


PLEA OF DEFENSE, 


Deputy Harris intimated that the' 


chief argument of the defense would 
be that- no evidence had been intro- 
duced to show that Kiniry had fired 
the fatal shot. 


"Even if the argument is made that 


Goldstein fired the shot that killed 
Officer Smith, Kiniry should be held 
equally culpable as the- two had en- 
tered into a conspiracy to rob and 
kill." 


REVIEWS TESTIMONY. 


The most "important points In the 


testimony were gone over by Attorney 
Harris who drew logical deductions 
from the mass of evidence. 


"Mrs. Kate Greiner the mother of 


the dead robber Goldstein, testified," 
said Harris, "that when she had in- 
terviewed Kiniry and had said to him: 
'That was a shameful thing to do-7-tb 
kill a defenseless policeman; he made 
no reply but merely hung his head.' 
Is this the action that you would ex- 
pect of an innocent man." 


Referring to the dying statement of 


Policeman Smith as compared with 
that of the defendant, Harris said: 


"If there is ever a time in a man's 


life when he desires to tell the truth It 
must, it seems to me. be when he is 
just about to die. Policeman Smith's 
ante-mortem statement fixes the crime 
of murder on Kiirlry. Would you not 
rather take his version of the shoot- 
ing than that of the debauched crimi- 
nal who is on trial for his life?

AH Hands on the1 Schooner Pearl 


are Lost in the Northern Sea 


Off the Coast of Alaska. 


SAN FRANCISCO, Mar 20.—Thirty- 


six sailors and fishermen who sailed from 
this port on the schooner Pearl on a cod 
fishing cruise along the Alaskan coast 
have gone to their deaths in the icy 
waters of. the northern, seas. The Pearl 
sailed out of this harbor on December 7 
last for Sannak, where the Alaska Cod 
Fishing Company maintains ^a station. 
This morning a telegram was received 
by Alfred Greenbaum. the president. of 
the company here, from their agent at 
the northern station, announcing that on 
March 10, the date the message was 
started by mail to Valdez. where it was 
put on the wire, that the vessel had 
not then arrived, but instead wreckage 
from the vessel had been found on the 
coast of the Aleutian island close to the 
port for which she was bound, which 
indicated conclusively that the vessel had 
been lost, and with her went all her 
crew of sailors and the fishermen who 
were aboard of her.

Teller Still After h- 


formation On Foreign 


Affairs, 


WASHINGTON, Mar 20—The resolu- 


tion by, Senator Teller, requesting the 
President to send to the Senate certain 
information relating to Santo DomlnEO af- 
fairs was laid before the Senate when it 
convened today. Mr. Teller said the 
resolution, as amended, should be satis- 
factory to everyone, and the next session 
would have all the data required by the 
Dominican treats'. 
"It is an absurdity to say that th« 
President may have in his possession," 
said Mr. Teller, "information necessary 
to enable him, to negotiate a treaty and 
we are to be deprived of such informa- 
tion when we come to consider the treaty, 
I have heard on the street one reason 
advanced why 
we should immediately 
ratify this treaty. That is that a foreign 
government—Germany—is likely to in- 
vade Santo Domingo. 
"I believe such danger Is a myth and 
that Germany is satisfied with the course 
we have Dursued in regard to Santo 
Domingo." 
Mr. Teller concluded with a statement 
that he knew the resolution would go to 
the Senate Committee on Foreign Rela- 
tions and be burled. He declared, how- 
ever, that if this was done he would pur 
the dominant party on record next session 
as suppressing information that the Sen- 
ate was entitled to. Mr. CuUom replied 
that the Committee on Foreign Relations 
was not in the habit of burying things 
that ought not to be buried, and prom- 
ised that, if ratified, the resolution would 
be considered at the proper time. 
Mr. Daniel argued that if the resolu- 
tion was ratified to the committee no re- 
ply could be had at the present session, 
and said that so simple and courteous a 
req>ies_t should be adopted. 
Continuing, 
he said: "I believe tne **resident is a 
manly man, a bold man. a man who does 
not fear to do anything he feels that is 
right to do. The adoption of so respectful 
a request would not put the President in 
the false position some Senators appear 
to fear." 
Mr. Daniel insisted that the information 


asked for was needed. 


Replying, Mr. Lodge said he had only 


known of one case where the correspond- 
ence in relation to a treaty had been 
required of the President, and in that 
case the information was sent after the 
ratification of the treaty. 


"If the" resolutions were adopted," said 
Mr. Lodge, "and the President had re- 
fused, as I believe he would1 be compelled 
to do in the proper, observance of comity 
existing between nations, some hostile 
persons would not be slow to charge thai 
he was withholding information."

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The Race For Harbin. 


The wreck of the Russian army continues its flight toward Har- 


bin, leaving the ground behind strewed with ckad and dying. Japa- 
nese columns are racing on each flank, while the rear is being careless- 
ly pounded. That Papa Linevitch is running like a startled hare is 
evident by a dispatch received at St. Petersburg yesterday, dated 
from Gunshu Pass, about 166 miles north of Mukden. It was only 
on Wednesday morning that the Russian rear guard was driven out 
of Tie Pass thirty-two miles north of Mukden. If the Russian ad- 
vance is 134 miles further north, the army must be retreating at the 
rate of twenty-five or thirty miles a day. Such a rapid retreat can 
only be effected by abandoning all heavy impedimenta and leaving 
behind the wounded, tired and footsore stragglers. As the weather 
is cold and the country bleak, the flight of such a vast body of troops 
along a single road must be attended by untold horrors and infinite 
suffering. 


After leaving Gunshu Pass the country north offers no natural 


lines of defense. It is comparatively flat and treeless, and is traversed 
by several considerable rivers, which can only be crossed at certain 
points at this season of the year. The plight of the Moscovite army 
is therefore a sore one, an3 there is practically no prospect of relief. 
Harbin is in no posture to offer effective defense, not being naturally 
strong or furnishing topographical aids to fortification. What can 
Linevitch's frightened, disorganized army do after reaching it? The 
Japanese will be at their heels, and their flanking columns will be 
threatening communications east and west. 


The case appears hopeless for the Russian commander. 
After 


he has run and fought to Harbin, he is like a fox chased to his hole. 
Harbin is 320 miles north of Mukden and 370 west of Vladivostok. 
At last accounts (Sunday) Kuroki was ninety miles north of Mukden 
or 210 miles south of Harbin, parallel with the Russian rear guard. 
Unless there is some radical change for the better the end must be 
near. 


It is reported from St. Petersburg that the greatest difficulty is 


attending the attempt to mobilize another army. The press and the 
people are tired of the war, with its frightful drain of men and money. 
The reservists are chopping off their fingers to escape going to the 
front, and there is a renewal of the riotous disturbances in Poland. 
The revolutionary party is bold and active throughout the empire, and 
to make matters uorse the French bankers have taken the alarm and 
have refused to advance any more money. It is also reported that the 
Czar's ministers are advising Nicholas to make overtures for peace, 
which suggestion the stubborn and besotted monarch refuses to adopt. 


Should the Japanese capture Harbin the fall of Vladivostok would 


be ineMtable. and then Russia would be without a, naval base in the 
Far East 
If she could not hold what she had possessed herself of, 


how is it possible for her to reconquer it with a shattered army anS an 
impotent fleet? 


to further violations of international comity. France has now inter- 
rogated our Government to ascertain our intentions in regard to 
Venezuela's repudiation of the agreements entered into by arbitration. 
This shows that the French Government is indisposed to take any steps 
which our Government would regard as unfriendly, but at the same 
time it admonishes us that we will sooner or later have to make this 
bandit behave himself or this country will find itself embroiled1 with 
other foreign nations.

33,917; in 1903, January, 31,851; February, 47,267. 
This is the 


heaviest immigration for the first two months of the year ever record- 
ed. If the ratio is kept up the remainder of the year the immigra- 
tion for 1905 will break the record and exceed 1,000,000. 
For the 


last two calendar >ears the immigration was: 1903, 939,830; 1904, 
808 999. 


The increasing influx of this vast horde is thrusting a problem 


of growing perplexity on the country 
Russia, Austria-Hungary and 


Italy continue to furnish the vast preponderance of these undesirable 
arrivals. The war with Japa.n and the internal troubles in the Rus- 
sian empire are responsible largely for the enormous exodus .from the 
land of the Czar, but the famine and the consequent hard times is 
sending us an unusual number of immigrants from the Scandinavian 
peninsula. The bulk of Russian immigrants continue to be Jews, 
Poles and Finns, but the Armenians and the Russians proper are also j 
beginning to come. Italy is belching thousands on our shores each 
week, and with them come Greeks, Syrians and members of the 
pohglot races around the Hellespont and the Black Sea.

Many managers of baseball clubs di- 
rect their men at long range from a 
chair or comfortable bench With Mc- 
Graw, however, this plan is not pop- 
ular. Every day from 10 a. m. to 1 p. 
m., and from 2 to 5 'p. m. he is in uni- 
form, and comes in close contact with 
his players." In short, he is one of 
them. He is the first man 
on 
the 


diamond, and :the last one to leave U. 


. HIS RECRUITS.

under his managerial eye. These young 
men may not make the team, but they 
are fortunate in having McGraiv for a 
tutor.

cepted <ome of the Christian forms the 
missionaries teach them in the belief 
that if one religion is good, two are 
better, he .said In effect, but do not 
leave any of their aboriginal religious 
observances;

This might have passed, but Prof. 


Monsen went further and said that he 
did not believe that any Indian had 
been truly converted to Christianity, 
and that-he thinks the same holds true 
with the Chinese and Japanese. 
This has aroused the clergy of- Ala- 
meda. In an article in the "Church 
News," In a local publication. Rev. F. 
S. Brush, pastor of the First Presby- 
terian Church, says: 


"The loose statement made by news- 
papers and traveling lecturers make 
one feel as though veracity was dying 
out in the world. .Prof. Monsen Is 
quoted ae saying that he did not be- 
lieve that a single aborigine had ever 
been truly converted to Christianity.
